While the two storms resemble each oth­ 
er in some particulars, they are very radi­ 
cally different in the most important par­ 
ticulars. It is said that the range of the 
largest tornado is only a fraction of that

cyclones 
appear 
at 
all 
hours tornadoes and whirlwinds are gen­ 
erally confined to the hours between situ 
rise aud sun set, and forty-nine times oat 
of fifty, between the hours of four o'clock 
in the afternoon and eight o'clock in the 
evening. 
Tornadoes, the most violent 
manifestations 
of the whirlwind, are 
known in nearly all climates, but cyclones 
have their origin in the topics. “Whirl­ 
winds andjtornadoes occur where the air 
is usually moist or warm for the time, 
aud where temperature aud humidity con­ 
sequently dimished with height at aa 
abnormally rapid rate; but cyclone* ap­ 
pear under conditions implying unequal 
deusitioa of tile atmosphere at equal 
heights, due to inequalities in the geo­ 
graphical distribution of temperature or 
humidity. lu other words whirlwinds 
aud tornadoes owe their origin to a ver­ 
tical disturbance of the atmosphere equi­ 
librium, while cyclones are due to a 
horizontal disturbance; the former are 
short-lived, but the latter rage for days 
and travel far.”
